In  addition  to  his  involvement  on  numerous  Worthington  Scranton  campus  commit- 
tees, Dr  Sherbine  has  served  on  several  committees  for  Penn  Stale 's  Commonwealth 
College.  His  committee  work  most  recently  has  focused  on  faculty  promotion  and 
tenure , internship  guidelines,  administrative  evaluations  and  searches,  and  profes- 
sional mentoring.  As  a respected  senior  administrator,  Dn  Sherbine  was  selected  as  a 
presenter  for  the  Penn  State  Leaden  a statewide  professional  development  program 
for  University  staff. 

In  the  community,  he  serves  as  secretary*  on  the  hoard  of  directors  of  Campus  Ministry 
of  NEPA.  He  has  sewed  on  the  strategic  planning  committee  for  the  Career  Develop- 
ment Center  and  education  committee  for  the  Lackawanna  County  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce.

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PENN  STATE  WORTHINGTON  SCRANTON 


The  Pennsylvania  State  University,  imple- 
menting its  mandate  as  a land-grant  institution, 
initiated  academic  services  for  the  Scranton  area 
in  1923  with  the  establishment  of  an  Extension 
Branch  School  that  offered  evening  technical 
institute  programs.  Known  as  the  Scranton  Tech- 
nical Institute,  this  branch  school  operated  in 
various  locations  in  Scranton  until  1950,  when 
it  moved  into  the  Longfellow  School  Annex  of 
the  Scranton  School  District  to  handle  the  in- 
creased enrollments  in  the  technological  pro- 
grams offered. 

In  1951,  the  Scranton  Center  was  established, 
providing  day  and  evening  technical  institute 
programs  until  1 953,  when  associate  degree  cur- 
ricula were  offered  in  drafting  and  design  tech- 
nology and  in  electrical  engineering  technol- 
ogy. These  two  associate  degree  offerings  pro- 
vided the  Scranton  area  with  its  only  accred- 
ited curricula  in  the  technological  field,  and 
thereby  made  it  possible  for  local  residents  to 
be  trained  for  industries  that  were  replacing  the 
once  dominant  coal-mining  industry  during  this 
economic  transitional  period. 

During  the  1950s,  the  local  Advisory  Board, 
under  the  leadership  of  Robert  E.  Dawson,  di- 
rector of  the  Scranton  Center,  began  planning 
for  a permanent  campus  out  of  the  confines  of 


the  city  to  serve  a greater  area  and  greater  needs. 
A public  fund-raising  campaign  was  instituted 
to  solicit  funds  from  business,  industry,  labor, 
former  students,  and  friends.  The  board  then  pur- 
chased land  and  began  planning  the  new  cam- 
pus. Their  work  came  to  fruition  in  1968  with 
the  completion  of  the  Dawson  Building,  con- 
structed with  federal,  state,  and  contributed 
funds. 

Since  that  time,  four  buildings  have  been 
added:  the  Library,  the  Study  Learning  Center, 
the  Multipurpose  Building,  and  the  James  D. 
Gallagher  Conference  Center.  Course  offerings 
and  programs  of  study  have  increased  to  the 
point  that  seven  associate  and  four  baccalaure- 
ate degrees  are  now  available,  as  well  as  course 
offerings  for  the  first  two  y ears  of  baccalaureate 
study  in  most  Penn  State  programs. 

When  the  Scranton  Center  moved  in  1968  to 
its  present  permanent  location,  it  was  named  in 
memory  of  Worthington  Scranton,  a prominent 
industrialist,  philanthropist,  and  civic  leader  of 
northeastern  Pennsylvania,  The  location  of  the 
new  forty- five-acre  campus  provided  the  space 
necessary  for  growth  and  development  consis- 
tent with  the  University’s  land-grant  mandate 
and  the  increasing  needs  of  the  residents  of  north- 
eastern Pennsylvania. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 


The  Pennsylvania  State  University  was  char- 
tered in  1855  as  an  agricultural  college.  A fac- 
ulty of  four  taught  its  first  students,  eleven  of 
whom  were  graduated  in  1861.  In  1862, 
Abraham  Lincoln  signed  the  Morrill  Land- 
Grant  Act,  offering  each  state  free  public  land 
for  “the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance 
of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  objec- 
tive shall  be  ...  to  promote  the  liberal  and  prac- 
tical education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
pursuits  and  professions  of  life  ” 

A year  later,  in  1863,  the  legislature  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  designated 
Penn  State  as  its  only  land-grant  institution  de- 
claring, “The  faith  of  the  State  is  hereby  pledged 
to  carry  the  same  into  effect"  From  this  begin- 
ning has  grown  a distinguished  university  of 
more  than  80,000  students  with  a faculty  of 
5,000. 

After  the  Civil  War,  engineering,  science  and 
liberal  arts  were  added  to  the  curricula.  The  first 
women  were  admitted  in  1871. 

In  1953,  The  Pennsylvania  State  College  be- 
came The  Pennsylvania  State  University  in  for- 


mal recognition  of  what  it  long  since  had  be- 
come, one  of  the  leading  universities  of  the 
nation. 

The  University  is  composed  of  24  Penn  State 
locations  throughout  Pennsylvania  that  offer 
undergraduate  and  graduate  studies  in  more 
than  200  academic  disciplines. 

The  extensive  development  of  the  campuses 
in  recent  years  has  enabled  the  University  to 
provide  a wide  range  of  badly  needed  ser- 
vices— not  only  to  the  young  men  and  women 
on  whom  the  future  grow  th  of  the  state  depends, 
but  also  to  the  adults  who,  in  growing  num- 
bers, are  seeking  continuing  education  and 
training  to  maintain  their  competence  and  well- 
being in  a rapidly  changing  society. 

As  the  land-grant  institution  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, Penn  State  has  developed,  over  the  years,  a 
complex  of  statew  ide  facilities  and  services  that 
makes  it  possible  for  the  University  to  fulfill 
its  century-old  mandate  to  provide  education 
for  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  “at  times 
and  places  convenient  to  them."

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PROGRAM  NOTES 


Academic  Dress 

The  traditional  costume  worn  at  com- 
mencement exercises  is  a record  of  the 
academic  achievement  of  the  individuals 
taking  part.  Its  use  originated  at  English 
and  European  universities  during  the 
twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries.  Medieval 
institutions  of  higher  learning  were  cus- 
tomarily operated  by  monastic  orders,  and 
students  as  well  as  faculty  wore  the  habit 
of  monks. 

The  hood  seems  to  have  developed  from 
those  worn  by  monks  to  protect  their 
shaved  heads  in  the  winter  and  used  as  a 
container  in  which  to  collect  alms.  The 
mortarboard  cap  is  a modification  of  the 
skull  caps  also  worn  by  the  monks  of  the 
Middle  Ages. 

The  level  of  degree  is  indicated  by  the 
gown’s  cut.  Doctoral  gowns  have  full 
sleeves  that  are  round  and  open.  Gowns 
worn  by  the  masters  have  long,  closed, 
somewhat  fuller  sleeves,  with  an  arc  near 


the  bottom;  the  arm  goes  through  a slit,  giv- 
ing the  appearance  of  short  sleeves.  Bach- 
elor gowns  have  long,  pointed  sleeves. 
Both  the  bachelor’s  and  master’s  gowns  are 
untrimmed,  but  the  doctor’s  is  faced  in  front 
with  velvet,  either  black  or  in  a color  to 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  degree;  three  vel- 
vet bars  adorn  each  sleeve.  The  gold  tassel 
on  the  cap  also  signifies  the  doctorate. 

The  most  significant  part  of  the  academic 
dress  is  the  hood;  the  longer  the  hood,  the 
more  advanced  the  degree.  The  color  of 
the  velvet  border  indicates  the  academic 
field:  arts,  white;  theology,  scarlet;  law, 
purple;  medicine,  green;  music,  pink;  phi- 
losophy, dark  blue;  science,  golden  yellow; 
engineering,  orange;  economics,  copper; 
nursing,  apricot;  public  health,  salmon 
pink;  fine  arts,  brown;  accountancy  and 
commerce,  drab;  library  science,  lemon; 
and  education,  light  blue.  The  colors  of  the 
lining  inside  the  hood  indicate  the  school 
that  granted  the  degree;  Penn  State’s  are 
dark  blue  and  white.
